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After a war of attrition - exhausted forces of AN Saleh suffered considerably in the Battle-front of Dowfas.

During the past four months, 

^^□f^ fierce battles have been wit- 

nessed in Dowfas, in the out- 
skirts of Zinjibaar, between 
the Supporters of Shari'ah and 
the combined forces of the re- 
gime, consisting of three army 
brigades, fourth one of the 
national guards as well as the 
anti-terrorism force. The com- 
batants of ash-Shari'ah Sup- 
porters earned a large amount 
of spoils after carrying out a 
number of operations against 
the regime's forces. Some of 
the spoils were heavy mortars, 
anti-aircraft missiles, few tanks, 
armored vehicles, large quanti- 
ties of ammunition and others 
war materials. It seems that the 
Supporters of Shari'ah have 
completed an attrition level 

against the regime's forces and gained a lot of spoils of war according to the statement of one of ash-Shari'ah 's Supporters commanders in 
the battlefield. The commander added: 'The next stage is to pull the army directly into a bloody urban warfare within the city." 

This will consequently strengthen the capability of the mujahideen who seek to deploy all of their forces in areas that are unexposed to 
airstrikes, unlike the face to face confrontation that took place in Dowfas. 

The mujahideen's commander spoke of new tactics, including usage of mines and remote controlled bombs. Also appointing a special 
squad of snipers as well as preparing booby-trapped vehicles. He also mentioned that the war won't be centered only in Zinjibaar, but it 
will spread to other areas that might also reach to Aden.

The mujahideen entrap the army into a secure ambush 
and deliver the battle to Aden 

On the 1 7th of Shawwaal 1 432 a.h.; more than 1 30 of Ali Saleh's soldiers were slain and an 
unknown number were injured in a series of ambushes on the building of the central secu- 
rity forces in Zinjibaar as issued in a statement made by the mujahideen. 

In another ambush, the mujahideen targeted an army convoy on the following day in the 
outskirts of Zinjibaar, killing 1 3 soldiers and wounding others. 

It is also stated that the mujahi- 
deen targeted the buildings of 
both the public security and the 
intelligence one in Aden, using 
bombs and other explosives. This 
is comes as part of their conflict 
with the regime which they an- 
nounced to expand its zone be- 
yond the province of Abyan. 

In connection to this case, many observers pointed out that the regime of Ali Saleh is exerting 
all efforts through its mass media in order to mislead and to plainly tell lies, claiming that its 
forces are driving the mujahideen out of Zinjibaar while they did not even enter the city. The 
allegations contradict the fact that Zinjibaar is under the control of ash-Shari'ah Supporters.

An ambush for Ali Saleh's

The report says that the operation was executed by abu-Bakr An-Najdah - aka abu Khat- 
taab al-Houty - in al-Matama area on the day of al-lthneen 1 5th Ramadhan 1 432 a. h. . 
The operation was a response to the war that is waged by al-Houthi and his followers with 
the objective of regaining control of the areas of ahl as-Sunnah in Al-Juf province, some- 
thing which caused the killing of many of the offspring of ahl as-Sunnah.
